^doubted  right,  to  Xe  o  wifti  to  me 

was  ever ^  Im:^  except  in  one  fatal^  fatal,  inftance 
1  ever^obeyed  yo\i,-^alas  how  ftverely  has  that 
deviatfdri  from  re<?Htude  been  puniflied- 

You^  no  doubt,  n>y  honoured  parents  too  well 
remember  the  arrival  in  our  neighbourhood  of 
Lieuenant  Harris,  on  a  viiit  to  the  fqairc,  out 
landlord.  Littie  did  I  imagine,  the  firfl  moment 
I  faw  him,  the  extent  of  thofe  emotions  I  felt,  or 
to  what  wretched  mifery  they  afterwards  doomed 
me.  The  inllant  I  beheld  him  I  felt  emotons 
beyond  my  power  to  defcribe, — we^  were  both 
ftlone  in  our  field,  he  going  out  to  tajke  a  morning 
walk— he  too  was  captivated  by  my  perfon,  and 
that  deity,  all  conqiTtring  love,  perfedted  in  a  few 
moments  what  he  had  in  other  inftances  taken  years 
190  accompllfh.— We  frequently  afterwards  met, 
indulging  ourfelves  in  convcrfation  till  one  fatal 
eveiiing  Irefigned  with  my  virgin  innocence,  the 
peace  of  my  foul,  your  care  and  protection,  aud 
intailed  a  series  of  lasting  miseries  on  myself, 

I  listened  to  the  voice  of  my  beloved  Henry? 
and  was  undone;  my  innocent  breast  which  till 


that  moment  was  one  continued  calm,  nor  was 
only  a2:itated  by  tumultuous  upbraid ii?^.^,  J. be-r 
moaned  my  wretched  fate,  yet  ftiil  adqred  my  un- 
doer:  you  perceived- my  unealinefs  and  teftdeily 
enquired  the  caufe,  which,  alas!  I  fatally, con- 
cealed,—Hcnrv  perceived  niv  uneafinefs  and  did 
every  thing  in  his  power  CQfixtakct  me  happy 
alas  !  I  too  fondly  doaced  ovt  hipi^^iand  ^conieq^ent 
ly  made  that  tafk  too  eaiy. 

Soon  after  it  became^necelTary  th^t  my.undocr 
fhould  return  to  Londonyas  a  nable  rcJation  pro- 
mifed  him  fpe?dy  promotion  ;-^i^e  pleaded  bard 
for  the  happinefs  of  my  accompanyirigihim,  a^^^is 
«xiitence  depended  on  it  My  heart  tpq  pq^c^r* 
fully  pleaded  in  his  behalf : — I  abandoned  friends 
— 'the  beft  of  parents-~rny  ru^aUHinftocent^  and 
happy  lipme— and  ]et  off  with  ihi-m  fori  London^ 
that  feat  of  diHipacion  and  vexatious  :pleafurcSa 

When  arrVed  there.  I  v/as  taken  by  my  undaef 
to  all  the  public  places  of  amufemcncs;  piit  in 
thefe  fccnes  of  varied  di.lipation  and  amufement 
I  felt  no  emotions  of  plealu re,  lexcepf  v/hat 
company  of  my  Henry  created  :^—^the^:-followitig 
compliments  to  my  beauty  were  beftowed  in  vain* 

One  evening,  while  at  Ranclagh,  Henry  having 
quitted  me  for  a  monrieht,  to  fpeak  to  a  noble 
lord,  through  whole  intdreft  he  expecfled  promo- 
tion, I  was  accofted  by  a  young  gentlemariy  who 
grew  rather  too  prcfi^mihg,  wliefn^^^'m  Henry  rei 
turned  andiurprized  him  in  an  artit'ude  which  in- 
inspired  his  refentmcnt — ;high  words  ^rifuedand  I 
was  fearful  of  the  confequence,  till  I  prevailed  on 
my  Henry  to  accompany  me  hoine. 

After  this  circumstance  I  Went  as  little  abroad 
as  possible  ;  howev^er  1  afterv/ards  saw  »  gallant 
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Isinh  *  at  'tf  -^ ih^itrtes^  and  he  contrived  to 
bth6.  i  fe^^  u  note  into  my  hand  as  I

After  a  few  ^eeks  ftay  in  London,  Henry  re- 
ceived iifder^  to  impair  on  board  his  Ihip  at  Portf- 
Ijidufcfi^ittout  deJay,  as  fhe  was  ordered  imme- 
diately to  fea.  This  was  heavy  news  for  me,  and 
it  appeared  to^afFed  him  as  much*  He  lament, 
cd  the  neceflity  of  our  parting—fwore  cteraal  con- 
fi^ncy,  and  patted  from  me  with  the  moft  feeming 
regret,  protnifing  to  tranniiit  me  money,  aa^i  at 
eve^y  opportunity -to  wfke  me,  which,  alas!  he 
mver  fuifiite(fci  ? 

1  contiuwdifpr  rrialaaciioly  weeks  after  ia 
l^adon^but  nouddi^gs  from  my  undoer  arrived  ^ 
I  then  begap  to  enquire  after  his  fhip,  which  I 
found  had  jufl  retnrned  to  Portlmauth  from  a 
crui&v  I  innmediately  refolyed  tn  fet  off  (or  Porcf- 
moot^  after  him. 

:  After  p^jiugrmiy landlord,  the  fervantwho  at- 
tended nie/aia4feveral  fmall  bills,  I  found  myfelf 
poSeflcd  of  little  more  qafh  than  would  pay  the 
eoachfhire  and  .expences  on  the  road,  howevet,  I 
i:efolycd  to  hazard  every  thing  to  obtain  an  inter- 
view W;ith  my  undoer,  as  I  imagined  all  would  then 
be  welt  Accordingly  I  fet  pur,  and  when  I  got 
CO  the  inn  at;  pQrtfmouth,  found  myfelf  miftrefjj 
of  only  four  guineas,  a  fmall  fum  mdeed  ^Yti^n 
the  cxpence  of  every  arcicle  in  the  town  I  was 
jtfc^  ill  is  considered. 

My  firft  enquiry  was  after  Henry's  fhip,  which 
I  (qvlnd  was  laying  in  the  harbour.  I  fooaac- 
qiiraijntfdl  j;i)e  landljady  that  my  hulband  was  an 
affi(rer  on  board  the  ihip,  requefting  her  to  ob- 


) 
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tain  mc  a  private  lodging,  and  a  iervant  5  both  of 
which  (he  next  morning  procured  me. 

1  nov7  found  myfelf  in  lodgings,  which  would 
coft  me  one  guinea  per  week,  befides  mylclf  and  a 
fcrvant  to  maintain.  Thefe  thoughts  gave  me 
ibme  uneafinefs  ;  but  the  profpeft  of  loon  feeing 
my  Henry — -his  ulual  liberality  loon  banifhed 
them. 

As  foon  <is  I  was  fettled  in  my  lodging  I  wrote 
a  tender  epiftic  to  my  undjer,  earneftiy  intreating 
him  to  corner  :md  heal,  by  his  pretence,  the  uneafi- 
nefs  his  abfence  had  occafioned  me.  Tuis  was 
foon  difpaiched  by  a  watermaa  on  board  the  (hip  ; 
and  a  few  hours  atxerwards  f  again  enjoyed  the 
company  of  him  I  mud  ftiil  call  the  idol  of  my 
foul.  At  liiy  feet  he  repeated  his  former  vows, 
ard  fwore  eternal  conftancy.  All  was  now  agaia 
happioefs  with  me — agun  I  forgot  the  lead  idea 
of  change.  This  contu  ued  for  two  days,  when 
my  Henry  went  on  boara  in  the  morning  ;  in  the 
evening  I  received  the  following  letter  from  him 

Idol  of  my  fouly 

/  HAVE  but  jujl  timj  to  acquaint  yeu^  with 
the  moji  extreme  regret ^  that  our  jbip  has  received 
orders  to  join  a  convoy,  zvho  are  now  under  weigk: 
in  order  to  convey  Ibem  part  of  their  way.  Oar  ab^ 
fence  cannot  be  long.  VntiL  my  return  every  moment 
will  be  cm  age.  Be  ajierea  of  the  endlefs  love  and 
pielity  of  your  Henry  Harris.'* 

On  the  receipt  of  this  letter  a  fudden  tremoOr 
fcized  me  all  over  my  body — the  prophetic  tore* 
bodings  of  my  fate     It  s^ftded  mc  fo  mu^h  that 

was  obliged  to  go  to  bed.  Afttr  the  anxiety  ^i 
little  fabfided,  the  thoi^ghtsof  my  fituatioa  revived 


thorn  with  double  force.  I  was  fo  chhrnxd  with 
Ac  prefence  of  my  undoer,  that  I  never  thought  of 
my  pecuniary  di  ft  re  ft:  Now  that  'he  was  gopie 
ifeis  indi'fcretion  appeared  with  redoubled  force  ^ 
tfe  agitation  threw  me  into  a  fever.  Medical  aid 
now  became  neceflary.  What  ready  cafli  I  pof- 
Iclled  was  foon  gone  :  my  Strvmi  iugefted  to  rrvc 
the  pawning  of  my  clothes,  which  I  eagerly 
adopted  th!S  continued  till  almoft  al!  were  gonr^, 
;$nd  no  tidings  of  Henry.  Perfuaded  that  he 
would  foon  return,  and  r  trieve  fhem  alU  whem^ 
all  my  own  was  gone,  I  fuffered  myfclf  (though 
with  the  utmoft  regret)  to  make  tree  with  the 
furniture  of  myvlodgings.  This  was  foon  dilca- 
vered  by  my  landlord,  who  had  me  ir^ftantly  ap- 
prehended, and  conveyed  before  a  magiftrace, 
who,  in  fpite  of  my  tears  and  fupplications,  com- 
mitted me  to  goal,  for  trial  at  tfe  enfuing  affizes. 

You,  my  dear  parents,  can  better  conceive  than 
S  can  defcrrbe  the  horrors  of  my  then  fuuation* 
I  fcooM  not,  in  all  probability,  have  ever  lived 
to  face  the  awful  court,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
annvai  of  my  fifter^  and  your  kind  afliftance,^  nos- 
;«fithftanding  my  ungrciteful  b'^haviour. 

The  awful  hour  af  my  trial  arrived— 1  had  heard 
lathing  of  the  author  of  my  ruin— a  dread  kind 
of  ilupor  pbffeffed  me— I  fouler  myfeif  incapable 
of  ev^en  attempting  to  deny  fads,  or  contradling 
bafc  and  bare-faced  falfeboods  I  was  confe- 
qtiently  found  guilty,  and  received  fentence  to  be 
tranfported  feven  years  to  Botany  Bay. 

May  Heaven  proted  and  comfort  you — be  the 
guide  and  protedor  of  their  innocence— and  that 
my  fate  may  be  a  warning  to  them  and  others,  is 
h  iht  fervent  player  of  your  lost  daughter*
